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THE 
PORTSMOUTH 
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CITY SWEPT BY A GREAT STORM 


RAIN COMBINED TO 


GIVE CITY A SCARE 


A storm that at one time assumed almost cyclonic 


force and threatened to do inestimable damage in 
the city, raged from 8:30 to 9:15 Friday night and 
before it had spent its force, it proved to be one of 
the worst rain and electrical storms that has ever 
visited Portsmouth. The electrical feature of the 
storm was terrifying at times, the lightning being 
the sharpest that has accompanied a local storm in 
many years. Claps of crashing thunder that at 
times fairly shook the city preceded the vivid dis- 
play of lightning and the storm soon took on the as- 
pect of a tropical storm.
